three and vindication for Simmons. However, Sim- 
mons can expect continued harassment from the 
council when the human relations commission is 
formed. It is nothing more than a police review 
commission with a phony name. Jackson, 
Gleason and Griffin will pack it with anti-police 
individuals and once again the fat will be in the fire. 

From the time Gleason and Griffin were elected 
to the council their operating premises has been to 
get rid of city hall staffers who aren’t ‘their people.” 
We first believed Mrs..Jackson would be an indepen- 
dent mind on the council but we now observe she has 
generally gone along with the Gleason-Griffin politi- 
cal cronyism.

Joyce Jackson has been re- 
elected to the city council’s 
top post for a second con- 
secutive year by her col- 
leagues, although normal 
rotation would have prom- 
a Vice Mayor Pat Grif- 


in. 

Griffin told the I-G that 
he never had any desire to 
be mayor and that his posi- 
tion has been misconstrued 
in the newspapers. 

The,council vote Monday 
was 3-1-1 to continue Mrs. 
Jackson ag mayor and Grif- 
fin as Vieé mayor. 

Dissenter was Council- 
man Robert Luoma, who 
“The mayorship 
should be rotated. It is not 
fair. But you have the 
votes.’”’ Councilman Lewis 
Howell abstained. 

The council decision 
ended a week of speculation 
after the council last week 
voted 3-2 to table the matter. 
The tabling motion and the 
later decision were both 
moved by Councilman Mike 
Gleason and: seconded by 
Griffin. 

Many observers had be- 
lieved that Griffin would 
routinely be elected mayor 
by a 3-2 vote of the council. 
But last week’s. hesitation 
made it sppear that either 
Mrs. Jackson or Gleason 
would not provide a neces- 
ay vote. 

owever, Griffin told the 
I-G, ‘‘Ihave never wanted to 
be mayor, contrary to 
newspaper reports, and you 
could have found this out by 
asking me.” 

Griffin has been vice 
mayor for 30 months, 
through an 18-month period 
when Gleason was mayor 
and the 12-month tenure of 
Mrs. Jackson.

Kensington short 
on traffic tickets

KENSINGTON — Sup- 
pose you were the victim of 
a traffic accident and no one 
gave the person who caused 
it a citation, even though it 
was clearly their fault? 

That’s the situation in 
Kensington and hundreds of 
small California com- 
munities today because of a 
threé-ydar-old State law 
that has placed both a 
puget y and personnel 
pinch on law enforcement. 

The State Vehicle Code, 
Section 40600, states clearly 
that an officer must have 
completed 40 hours of 
specialized training in acci- 
dent investigation before he 
can issue a traffic citation in 
a case where he did not ac- 
tually see the crash. No one, 
including the Chief of 
Police, has completed these 
40 hours on the Kensington 
Police Force. They are not 
alone. Many other small 
police forces throughout the 
state are in the same predi- 
cament. 

The small community of 
Patterson in the- Central 
Valley is an example. Pat- 
terson has one officer qual- 
ified to issue citations today. 
He completed his 40 hours of 
training 15 months ago. But 
in the months before, Pat- 
terson had no sworn law en- 
forcement officer qualified 
to write such citations. 

Kensington Police Chief 
Walter Gist outlines his 


roblem. ‘‘My personnel 
ave spent 1142 weeks of 
basic training. Wefeel if this Muntinnuninnmn 


isn’t enough to qualify for 
accident investigation, the 
hell with them. We have 10 
sworn personnel at the pre- 
sent time. I have not fulfil- 
led the 40 hour requirement 
myself. If we don’t see the 
accident, we don’t cite any- 
one, except where there is a 
personal injury. Then we 
start the complaint process 
threugh the District Attor- 
ney’s Office. In a routine 
traffic accident, I will not tie 
my people up trying to get 
complaints from the Dis- 
trict Attorney.” 

Chief Gist stresses that 
almost every small police 
department in the state has 
faced, or is facing the same 
dilemma, Either they 
spring their personnel for 40 
hours of paid training at the 


community expense, or they 
limit their issuance of cita- 
tions. 

Patterson’s Chief of 
Police, Lou Ruddick sup- 
ports Chief Gist. ‘Every 
single police force is in the 
same situation. Just pick w 
the phone directory and ca 
the small jurisdictions. 
You'll find the same prob- 
lem.” 

The State Commission on 
Peace Officer Standards in 
Sacramento attempted to 
clarify the current situation 
on training. It’s spokesmen 
claim the 40 hours of 
spears training are in- 
cluded in the basic course a 
rookie policeman undergoes 
today.

Bay Area 
prices up 
sharply 


Prices of consumer goods 
and services in the San 
Francisco-Oakland area 
showed a sharp 2.1 percent 
increase from last De- 
cember to March, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics 
said tegey 

It was the largest increase 
for the area since a 2.6 per- 
cent jump in the December 
1974 to March 1975 quarter. 

Higher food and housing 
prices were primarily re- 
sponsible for the increase. 

It now costs $17.62 to buy

Food prices soared 4.5' 
perce for the quarter, with

SACRAMENTO — Prop- 
osed state legislation wou d 
renew the City of Albany's 
right to develop its water- 
front but at the same time 
limit that development.

The new legislation would 
set aside the revocation, 
however limiting the city to 
the exact plans already de- 
veloped for the waterfront, 
including a 500-boat marina, 
some restaurants and much 
recreation development and 
open space, with a few more 
acres of fill allowed. 

Earlier city plans had 
deen much more ambitious. 
The legislation is intended: 
to reassure environmental 
groups and agencies that 
the larger plans will not be 
re-activated. 

The bill has the support of 
Assemblyman Tom Bates 
who is vice chairman of the 
committee. 

It is expected, however, 
that the landfill operator 
will oppose the bill. 
Operator Vince Nicora, 
filed a lawsuit against the 
city two years ago after the 
Albany City Council voted to 


close the landfill. He was a ' 


coplaintiff in the city’s ear- 
lier legal action against the 
Lands Commission.
